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Commenting upon the treatment given the kidnapers and | 
murderers of Brooke Hart of San Jose, the San Bernardino | 
Sun speaks in the following sensible manner: | 

We trust that the people of California think deeply and | 
clearly regarding the arrival of lynch law. 

Two men died as they deserved to die. The thirst for ven- | 
geance drove a mob to do to them as they had done to a youth | 
who was loved by his family and his friends. The kidnapers | 
were brutal. The kidnapers killed in cold blood without a trace | 
of merey. A mob was brutal. <A mob killed in cold blood: 
without a trace of merey. 

It is all a horrible spectacle. | 

And out of it will come what? 

If California and the nation are to profit by this thing—\ 
this frightful kidnaping, this horrible murder, this terrible | 
deed of vengeance—we need to look more closely at the path j 
we have trod in this strange age. 

The separate impulses that guided the kidnapers and the | 
mob were not born of the moment. They are the developments, 
of a long chapter—the story of laxness of everybody toward , 
enforcement of law. 

The lure of easy money guided the kidnapers. The spec- | 
tacle of evasion of law on every hand made them think they | 
could get away with it. 

A growing spirit of protest guided the mob. 
of citizens against the seeming failure of tre law. It is a pro-| 
test because criminals ride roughshod over honest people and | 
little seems to be done about it. A mob rose up to give a dem-|{ 
onstration that there is rebellion in the hearts of the people of! 
the country against conditions that permit criminals to defy! 
the sanctity of home and person. | 

The law would have acted swiftly in the Hart case. We! 
think there is no doubt of that. The force of public opinion | 
was aroused. The weak juror would have had courage. The | 
crooked lawyer would have been under the scrutiny of all thej 
state. The sob sister would have sobbed in vain. 

So it was not the Hart case alone that made up the impulse | 
that guided the San Jose mob. It was the Lindbergh case and, 
a dozen others. And behind the kidnapers stand the gang- | 
sters, the murderers. the extortionists, the holdups, and a long; 
list of other criminals. An outraged citizenry is through witb 
them all. An outraged citizenry eries out for vengeance and} 
personal protection. 

The law has not given sufficient protection. And so it comes | 
to pass that citizens take the law into their own hands. They | 
did it on the frontier where there was no law. And they do} 
it again as a desperate protest because the great modern ma-| 
chinery of law has broken down. 

And whose fault? | 

Few indeed can claim immunity! An entire nation is re- 
sponsible. We have permitted the pyramid of crime to rise 
because we have not cared. As a people we merely shrugged 
our shoulders as the disregard for law inereased. We have 
ridiculed and flaanted various laws. We chose to make our in- 
dividual selection of the laws we would observe. We paid no} 
attention to the little gangster. And then we saw him crow | 
into a big gangster. We paid no attention to the little gam- | 
bler. And then we saw him grow into a big gambler. We! 
paid no attention to the little thief. And then we saw him | 
grow into a robber, a murderer and a kidnaper. 

We sat on juries and turned trials into sporting events, 
where attorneys became gladiators and the arresting officer | 
became the defendant. 

We sat silent as the procedure of state courts developed a} 
technique that gageed the judge. ! 

We became sentimental and shed more tears over the pris- | 
oner than were ever shed over the vietim of his erime. 

We invented the parole system. We permitted prisons to} 
become gentlemen’s clubs. We set up laws to forbid prisoners | 
from working because their produet might come into competi-! 
tion with someone not in prison. We made punishment for! 
erime uncertain. 


Now we revolt from our own folly and seek to exeuse our! 
own indifference by blaming it npon the law. And we are the, 
law.

It is a protest | 


We eannot join the Governor of the state of California in 
lauding what took place at San Jose, 

This is a government of law and order. ULyneh law leads 
to chaos and ruin. Those who talk about the days of the vigi- 
lantes of California do not know their state’s history. The! 
vigilantes degenerated into mob rule for the punishment of per- | 
sonal enemies and the innocent. 

As these lines are written the sheriff of Santa Clara county | 
—the man whose efficient work resulted in the capture of the 
kidnapers—is in a serious condition. What if he dies? Would | 
California be proud of the faet that he was murdered in up- 
holding the oath of office he took at the command of the people 
of this commonwealth? { 

No, there is too much misery, too much chance for injustice, | 
too many opportunities for the wrong kind of aetion under, 
mob law. 1 


The governor’s plandits for the mob that lynched the kid- | 
napers are symptoms of the great unrest over the lack of en-, 
forcement of law. Yet the governor is the symbol of law and 
order and we find him cheering defiance of law and order. It} 
is a paradox that cannot be justified by those who will calmly | 
think this matter through. 

For the governor to have spoken as he did the day before 
the lynching we think was unfortunate. He is quoted as hav- 
ing declared, in a tone of disgust, ‘* What, eall out the troops 
to protect those two guys?’’ We fear those words were ae- | 
cepted as an invitation. 

What are the thoughts today of the sheriffs of the counties 
of California? What are they to do when the mob gathers? 
Are they to hastily make the determination of whether the moh 
should have the prisoner or should not have the prisoner? Is 
the door closed at Sacramento to their appeals for aid in up- 
holding law and order? 

What are the thoughts of the people of the state? Are they 
invited by the governor to continue to take the law into their 
own hands and attempt to do substantial justice during the 
chacs of a mob seene? 








As we write these words we realize perfeetly there is much 
popular approval of what happened at San Jose. We can only 
submit, however, that careful analysis of the situation will re- 
veal that we may have started on a course that is highly dan- 
gerous.
